UCF, and Duke Energy necessary for the u t mate sound dec s on we made for F or da. Most importantly, and the impact 
of this cannot be overstated, the welcome feeling provided by that EFI team to my Japanese counterparts, that the 
company was warmly sought after and desired here, was critical to their decision to pick Florida for our very 
impactful operations.

W thout boots on the ground n terms of a team of ded cated econom c deve opment profess ona s to spend the very 
s gn f cant amount of t me and attent on wth nat ona and mu t natona prospect f rms, our success rate n attract ng arge 
g oba f rms w bad y d m n sh. I spent s gn f cant t me w th other states and reg ons on th s f rst and subsequent efforts 
eva uat ng s tes and add t ona opportun t es to expand. I can te you w thout quest on that all of the states we compete 
with have the large and well funded teams necessary to hold the full attention and interest of candidate firms, with 
the goal of riveting a prospect's attention fully on their home state, at the exclusion of other even better options. 

I was proud to have ater prov ded subsequent test mon a support for both our Centra F or da EDC and Enterpr se F or da n 
attract ng f rms such as Ver zon, BNY Me on, Deo tte, and Deutsche Bank to ocate major operat ons here n F or da as we . 
These ocat on dec s ons were not acc denta y made, the same bas c success formu a used on the M tsub sh project was 
app ed extens ve y on each of these projects. EFI support, ncent ve support, County support, EDC, Chamber and oca 
Co ege and Un vers ty coord nat on, a me ded for these subsequent successes. EFI has been the quarterback. 

P ease vote to fund and cont nue state eve econom c deve opment for F or da. In cont nu ng the path of F or da House 
Careers and Compet t on Subcomm ttee on b CCS1701, by deny ng fund ng to and end ng th s overwhe m ng y mportant 
area, you w unfortunate y have strong a es. Those a es are A abama, South Caro na, V rg n a, North Caro na, 
Tennessee, M ss ss pp , Georg a, Arkansas, New York, M ch gan and Pennsy van a. No s m ar abandonment strategy s 
be ng eva uated n these compet ng state markets. Wh e our great F or da story may now go unto d, efforts n those and 
other states w redoub e. 

We w embark on a strategy of hope, hop ng that we are successfu absent state support and staff. Hope s not a strategy. 
My own hope wou d be that recru tment successes w somehow cont nue desp te th s ack of support, but fear the obv ous. 
Wh e we s t out the compet t ve race, we' fa further beh nd. 

We must cont nue our support for d fferent at ng the F or da economy beyond our core property deve opment, tour sm, 
ret rement and reta sectors. Advanced manufactur ng s an outstand ng h gh potent a adder to our bus ness m x. Th s 
crtca shftw not happen w thout concerted effort. For a major company ocated abroad, ackngthevsb ty to For da n 
the f rst nstance, there s no chance that such a company w be ab e to d scover or dentfy Dade County, Lee County, Po k 
or H sborough County as an u t mate nvestment dest nat on on a stand a one bas s. The ab tyofawe run state 
deve opment organ zat on to marsha the persona support of a Governor s an essent a s gn of overa state nterest and 
support, part cu ar y va uab e on an nternat ona project. County and C ty eve deve opment staff, 
unsupported, uncoord nated and not v s b y backed by the state, w have m ted mpact on rea y arge dea s. 

Let's keep F or da n the Econom c Deve opment game. A theoret ca exerc se to pos t on F or da as the s ng e state opt ng 
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out of th s compet t on w take years from wh ch to recover. EFI has sponsored a respons b e and thoughtfu ana yt c 
screen ng/eva uat on process to assess and rank deserv ng cand date projects based on proforma wages, job creat on and 
nvestment, a of wh ch u t mate y generate tax rece pts for the state and count es, that on y occur but for comm tments 
made by cand date f rms to ocate here. In genera , resu t ng ncent ve awards prov de on y coupons or rebates aga nst a 
port on of future tax rece pts, and ess frequent y outr ght grants. Of course m stakes are made w th project se ect ons from 
t me to t me, but e m nat ng support for the ent re top c of deve opment as a resu t of th s wou d be d sastrous. Compan es 
themse ves make per od c m stakes n se ect on, even n the dec s on to expand. A that they do n eva uat ng one 
opportun ty aga nst another represents n some form or fash on p ck ng "w nn ng" projects over" os ng" projects. No 
guarantee ex sts w th bus ness nvestment, no certa nty of return n pr vate sector nvestment ex sts, of course there are 
r sks, and per od c fa ures. 

P ease recons der th s exper ment n not budget ng the resources to compete w th other aggress ve states and to support 
deve opment. Our graduates need jobs, good jobs that prov de b g company benefts. Aternate y, we are a d ng and 
abett ng the p ck ng of w nners and osers when our graduates opt to dec are F or da a oser n the r u t mate dec s on for a 
career dest nat on due to m ted h gh potent a emp oyment opportun ty. P ease cons der the r future n what you do.

(Steube) andHB 6019 (Stevenson) are clearly in the best interests of Florida. These 
bills repeal the Division of Historical Resources’ authority to implement the 
“isolated finds” program that was abolished at the recommendation of the 
commission in 2005. This bill also repeals other obsolete provisions relating to the 
abrogation of offensive and derogatory geographic place names. 

By way of background, in 1996 the Legislature granted the Division the 
prerogative to operate an “isolated finds” program which pennitted individuals to 
find and take artifacts from the state’s submerged lands, and which, in the finder’s 
sole opinion, were isolated from their original archaeological context. In return, 
the Division required individuals to report information about artifact finds after 
which it could transfer ownership of artifacts from the State of Florida to the 
individual. The Division indicated after 10 years that only a small percentage of 
finds were ever reported and the reports that were submitted were often evasive 
and vague. Concomitant with implementation of this program there was increased 
destruction of submerged archaeological sites. In 2005, on the recommendation of 
the Commission, the Division ceased operation of this program. 

In recent years, certain individuals who want to collect or sell Florida’s artifacts 
for personal gain have advocated for reinstatement of this program. Florida 
Statutes in no way prohibit artifact collecting on private land nor would passage of 
SB 214 or HB 6019 do so. However, the Florida Historical Resources Act (Chapter 
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267.14, F.S.) has long held that archaeological sites and artifacts located on state 
lands belong to the people of Florida and protects them from unauthorized disturbance or 
collection, limiting excavation solely to that which will add to our knowledge of Florida’s past. 

It is the recommendation of this Commission to not implement the “isolated finds” program and 
to repeal the authority of the Division for that program completely through support of SB 214 and 


HB 6019.
